The Form also contains a statement reminding the applicant of his responsibility to record the substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Mr. Grad guestioned how Brown was being interpreted to have a 
tapered configuration. The Examiner explained that the taper is between bend (19a) and the strut (18). Mr. Grad was 
concerned that this was not the way this language was understood in the Roubin patent language, but the Examiner 
felt that he should not be bound by this and that there is a reasonable basis for reading the claims this way. Mr. Grad 
also asked about the objection for "continuously" on page 2 of the Final rejection and the Examiner explained that the 
variation in diameter in the present case is continual not continous since there are finite or step-wise changes in 
diameter.
